collar 21 with a seal and an impeller shaft 1 3. Not disclosed by Ono et al 
shaft being threadably connected to the impeller. Blanchard teaches a threadable 
connection 32. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to form the device of Ono et al to have a threadable 
connection as taught by Blanchard for improved strength.
